The Tree Preservation Commission is alive 
and well. As further proof of this fact, the group 
of seven members meet once, a month, on the 
third Wednesday, 6:30 p.m. in city hall. 

Lew Watanabe of Sierra Madre last week out¬ 
lined the purpose of the commission founded this 
spring, "This ordinance establishes basic standards 
and measures for preserving and protecting the 
city’s public trees, as well as the city’s Landmark 
Oak trees located on undeveloped private proper¬ 
ty. The ordinance also specifies the requirements 
for planting trees on public property in or adjacent 
to newly planned or renovated commercial and 
residential developments.” 

Watanabe said that the ordinance had been 
adopted to give the public a better understanding 
of the value of the trees and "to prohibit indis¬ 
criminate damage and destruction of this signifi¬ 


cant resource. Trees enhance the town, increase 
property value, improve air quality, reduce sum¬ 
mer cooling costs and just totally improve the 
health and welfare of the community." 

How do trees enhance the community? Wat¬ 
anabe named seven points that the committee 
members believe and strive to protect: They are a 
valuable long-term asset and usually increase pro¬ 
perty values; trees protect us from climatic ex¬ 
tremes, recycling water, absorbing carbon diox¬ 
ide, releasing oxygen, providing shade and wind¬ 
break protection and moderating temperatures 
within the community. They also screen dust, ab¬ 
sorb pollutants and buffer noise from traffic and 
other sources. Trees diffuse the effects of rain that 
weather houses, erode topsoil and cause flooding. 

Trees also provide a habitat for birds and oth-

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General Plan Committee 
to hold public forum 
Monday, July 25 

The Ad Hoc General Plan Committee will 
hold its first public meeting next Monday, 
July 25, at city hall, beginning at 7 p.m. 

The committee will outline why a General 
Plan is needed in a community and will ex¬ 
plain what they have accomplished so far. 

They urge public participation. 

The forum will be televised on the Sierra 
Madre public channel. No. 27. 

The agenda at the meeting will include a 
welcome by Mayor MaryAnn MacGillivray, 
an introduction to "What is a General Plan?"; 
explanation of required elements; housing el¬ 
ement, process and public participation and 
questions and comments. 

Committee members will be making pre¬ 
sentations. Public information and interest 
forms will be available, according to Anne 
McIntosh. 


Sierra Madre City Council moves through agenda quickly

Councilman James Hester abstained from 
voting about the grading permit application for 
Santa Anita Avenue Subdivision (also known as 
the Martin subdivision) last Tuesday evening since 
he was on the Planning Commission when much 
of the pre-resolution had taken place. Other City 
Council members voted to adapt the resolution 
that outlined conditions bf approval for grading 
operations and construction in the area above the 
Chantry Flat gate. 

Applicants are willing to construct a debris 
basin in the area to Los Angeles County stan¬ 
dards. If the county declines to agree to maintain 
the basin, an assessment district for the four-lot 
subdivision will be formed to cover the cost of 
maintaining the basin and storm drain improve¬ 
ments. 

Part of the resolution was for a proposed water 
main under streets in the area, and another re¬ 
quirement was to provide a street sweeper and wa¬ 
ter tanker for dust control purposes as necessary. 


City staff has modified a requirement for the 
area to be returned to an "environmentally accept¬ 
able and safe condition" for the public if the con¬ 
struction doesn’t follow completion of the grading 
operations within a reasonable period of time. 
Twenty-four months is allowed to complete con¬ 
struction, from the date of acceptance of the 
grading. This could be accomplished by replanting 
of the graded slopes. Minor regrading would pre¬ 
vent erosion and flooding of the site. City Admin¬ 
istrator Sean Joyce pointed out. 

In other action last Tuesday evening, the 
council adopted Resolution 94-50 which establish¬ 
es a schedule of fees and charges for city services 
for the fiscal year 1994-95. Staff expanded the 
schedule which provides a single schedule so that 
an annual review of all city-wide fees can be 
accomplished in a more efficient manner. This list 
now includes water and sewer fee schedule, 
recreation rentals, business licenses and police 


parking fines. 

One major fee change this year are the water 
consumption rates. The base water rate will be ad¬ 
justed to $1.39 per unit and two surcharges will 
be added to recover the cash deficit in the water 
department. 

On Tuesday, the council reviewed the utility 
user tax and projected that the city will receive 
$397,000 of the budgeted $400,000 in utility tax 
revenue for the eight-month interim of the tax, 
1993-94 fiscal year. The 1994-95 adopted budget 
projects $600,()00 will be received for the full 12 
months. 

La.st year, 20 residents took advantage of the 
low income utility tax exemption and 22 business¬ 
es prepaid the maximum utility tax fee for the 
year. 

The council authorized City Administrator 


Sean Joyce to open negotiations with the Employ¬ 
ees’ Association, for a 4 percent net offer. Sandy 
Solis, president of the 26-member association, 
said that the city had offered a 2 percent salary 
increase with 2 percent retirement pickup. They 
preferred a 4 percent salary increase. 

Margaret Duran, speaking for the association, 
pointed out that the city administrator and police 
chief had received a salary increase, and that there

Tragically, in many cas¬ 
es. healers and healing 
has degenerated to a 
money-makingbusiness. 
This dishonors God. 

Whenever healing 
takes place, we must 


point to Jesus as the 
healer, and no one else. 
He must get all the 
glory. Acts 4:10 tells 
us, "It is by the name of 
Jesus Christ of Naza¬ 
reth, Whom you crucif¬ 
ied but Whom God rais¬ 
ed from the dead, that 
this man stands before 
you healed." This cor¬ 
roborates the fact that it 
is Jesus Who is the 
healer, and we must 
turn to Him for healing. 
But for James, there is 
another dimension that 
makes this all work, and 
that is that we go to 
Christ "believing" that 
Christ can heal. We 
must have the faith that 
Jesus can heal, other¬ 
wise we pull the plug 
on the power. So faith 
once again becomes an 
essential ingredient in 
the equation. Just as we 
must have faith to be 
saved, we must have 
faith that Jesus can heal 
in order for us to be 
healed. So we begin and 
end with faith.

No devotion in our 
religion surpasses the 
Mass. It is the worship 
offered to God the Fath¬ 
er by His children, 
through Christ, in the 
unity of the Holy Spirit. 
It is a sacrifice, the 
living memorial of the 
death and resurrection 
of Jesus. The Mass has 
a long history, going 
back to the Last Supper 
on the night before Jes¬ 
us died.

Strength to endure 
When we have to 
make resolutions which 
cost us much, let us 
look at the Garden of 
the Agony of Our Lord, 
and take comfort from 
Him. Observe, all was 
in the natural course of 
events. God allowing 
creatures to work out 
their designs. We need 
not think He interposed 
to provide special ig¬ 
nominy for His Son. 
When the conflict had 
ceased, and He had ful¬ 
ly accepted the sacrif¬ 
ice, He was perfectly 
self-possessed.

Dear Dr. Taml, 

My rabbit has crusts in his ears and has flaky bald 
patches on his back. My friend told me that he might 
have mites. How would 1 know? 

Rabbits can get ear mites that lead to crust formation, 
redness and itchiness. Diagmisis is made easily by 
examining the crusted material microscopically by your 
veterinarian. Treatment usually includes a topical ear 
mite medication and/or an injection. Rabbits can also 
develop a type of mange caused by the fur mite 
r.hevletlella. Clinical signs include scaly dandruff and 
hair loss usually on their backs. They are usually very 
itchy. Treatment usually Includes medicated shamjxios, 
dips, and/or injections. Rabbits can also get fleas 
especially If housed outdoors. Flea products that are safe 
for cats are generally safe for rabbits too. It is a good 
idea to check with your veterinarian first before using 
any flea products on your rabbit.

Council discusses proposed 
R-1 development standards

Sierra Madre’s R-1 development standards con¬ 
tain provisions for building height, setbacks (yard 
requirements), lot coverage, floor area ration and 
required permits. Anne McIntosh, director of dev¬ 
elopment services, made a presentation to the 
council last Tuesday, concerning some of the 
highlights of these standards. 

Definitions have been added for stories, floors 
and basements to clarity the permitted number of 
stories allowed. A two-story structure can appear 
to be three stories if a basement comes out of 
grade on the low side of the property. 

The current zoning ordinance does not contain 
definitions for various types of grade, McIntosh 
explained. The two definitions, "natural" and 
"pre-existing" grade, distinguish between sites 
which have and have not been altered, she said. 

The Planning Commission reviewed methods 
of calculating height used by other cities. By using 
Method A, the applicant is required to go through 
a hearing in order to construct a building that 
exceeds 25 feet at any point. Under Method B, the 
applicant is required to invest in a topographic 
map, an added expense. 

McIntosh expressed her concern that the lan¬ 
guage describing height limitations is difficult for 
staff to assess. "It would be beneficial to take 
some additional time on the ordinance language so 
that it is very clear of what would be required. 
She said she would like to describe height in two 
stages; on existing grade and on altered grade. 
She believes it would be helpful to have a separate 
set of guidelines for second floor additions to 
existing homes. 

The Planning Commission recommends an av¬ 
erage setback of 30 percent of lot width for both 
floors but allows a larger setback on one side of 
the property than the other. An additional change 
is the loosening up of restrictions on single-story 
garages. The commission recommends that these 
be allowed in the rear and side yards as long as a 
three-foot minimum is met. 

McIntosh feels that a set of guidelines should 
be adopted by the commission to accompany the 
legal text. 

She feels that the language about lot coverage 
and floor areas should be refined. The trickiest 
part of the draft ordinance is conditional use 
permits, she said.i She suggests a set of guidelines 


to provide a visual description of the intent of 
these findings. 

There will be a public hearing concerning 
some of these questions on Sept. 13. 

There was a vituperative exchange between 
Mayor MaryAnn MacGillivray and Councilman 
James Hester concerning the appeal of a variance 
for 684 Orange Drive in which the applicant 
wants to build a storage shed on his property. At 
its meeting on Apr. 21, 1994, the Planning Com¬ 
mission considered the variance and by a 4-0 vote 
denied the applicant’s request. 

Concerns were raised at an earlier City Coun¬ 
cil meeting concerning the project such as the 
location of the boundary lines of the property; the 
existing side yard setback between the garage and 
wood fence; proposed setback between the storage 
shed and the existing wood fence! 

A motion was made to adopt the resolution 
and, in Councilman Gary Adams’ absence, two 
people voted for the measure and two against it'. 
The motion died; however. City Administrator 
Sean Joyce explained that if the council wished to 
explain their differences, perhaps the applicants 
could change the configuration so that the variance 
would pass the council. 

Councilman Lee Cline was concerned about the 
height of the building since it was two feet higher 
than the law allowed. 

The applicant will be back before the council 
July 26 after having made adjustments.

and serenity of neighborhoods and help reduce the 
stress -of modem living. They also enhance the 
architectural character of a neighborhood, accent 
or soften the effect of structures, promote visual 
and aesthetic interest and can even screen undesir¬ 
able views, according to the ordinance. No. 1103. 

When asked why the commission was formed, 
Watanabe explained that the commission is re¬ 
sponsible for implementing, monitoring and dev¬ 
eloping public support for the current tree ordin¬ 
ance.
